Hints New Business Con. 
trols May Be Expected 
Even to Point of Re- 
quisitioning if Found 
Necessary. 


WASHINGTON, Sept. 25 (AP) 
—Secretary of Commerce Sawyer 
has promised that there will be 
no let-up in the nation’s military 
preparedness drive — even after 
victory in Korea. 

He even hinted that new busi- 
ness controls may be expected 
so as to channel more productive 
facilities and materials to arma- 
ment. 

Sawyer was asked in a radio 
interview last night if the United 
States could properly relax re- 
armament efforts when the fight 
in Korea is won. 

His answer: “My opinion is 
that we cannot and should not 
and will not.” ' 

He went on to say that this 
country would be stupid to be- 
lieve that “we can forget the 
whole thing and go about our 
normal peacetime pursuits re- 
gardless of what is going on in 
the rest of the world.” 

More Controls Likely. 

Sawyer said he expects more 
controls on business to be neces- 
sary—he did not say when. As 
possibilities he listed: 

(1) “Perhaps” a halt in the 
manufacture of certain articles 
requiring materials needed for 
military operations, (2) “prob- 
ably” priorities requiring a 
manufacturer to fill a military 
order before filling any other 
order. ‘ 

Sawyer, whose department has 
supervision over the National 
Production Authority, also said: 
“There may be orders which deal 
with requisitioning, although that 
is a rather drastic remedy and 
we won't undertake it unless it 
is necessary.” 

“Unreasonable Hoarding.” 
He explained that this power 

will be used only where a case is 
found of “unreasonable hoarding” 
when the material involved will 
be seized “‘withoue any hesitancy 
whatever.” 

Sawyer said some civilian sac- 
rifices are expected but there is 
no reason why all needed fighting 
equipment can’t be turned out 
with the nation still enjoying “the 
highest standard of living in the 
world.” 

He estimated that national out- 
put currently is running at a 
rate of 282 billion dollars or ‘far 
ahead of what it has ever been 
before.” 

Sawyer said his department and 
the NPA are working on meas- 
ures to see that small businesses 
get a share of preparedness work. 


ATTLEE REPLIES ‘NO’ 
TO LABORITES’ PLEA 
FOR EARLY ELECTION 


LONDON, Sept. 25 (AP)— 
Prime Minister Clement Attlee 
has replied with a firm “No” to 
demands raised in some sections 
of the Labor party for another 
general election this year. 

A source close to No. 10 Down- 
ing street said nothing short of 
a parliamentary deefat for Attlee 
would bring elections in Britain 
before 1951. This informant said 
Attlee prefers to hang on with 
his paper majority of seven in 
the House of Commons, particu- 
larly in view of the unsettled in- 
trenational situation. 

A group of leftwing Labor sup- 
porters has been reported advo- 
cating an early election with the 
hope of improving Labor’s major- 
ity. The Conservative opposition 
press has freely predicted an elec- 
tion this year.

railway and highway from Seoul 
to Taejon. 

Its swift drive—70 miles in four 
days—threatened soon to close the 
gap between the two fronts and 


seal tens of thousands of Red Ko- 
reans in the south. 

Allied forces scored sharp gains 
all along the southeastern front, 
from Yongdok on the Sea of 
Japan to Chinju on the southwest. 
But Allied commanders were 
throwing the greatest weight of 
manpower into the battle to se- 
cure Seoul. 

Fresh reinforcements poured 
into the beachhead to throw their 
firepower into the battle. 

Airborne infantrymen—2400— 
landed Sunday at Kimpo airfield 
northwest of Seoul. One hundred 
fifty planes shuttled the airborne 
troops complete with battle kits 
from Japan. They had just ar- 
rived there by ship from the 
United States. 

At Inchon, 22 miles west of 
Seoul, a fresh South Korean di- 
vision landed. 

Both outfits were started in- 
land without delay to join in the 
fighting. 

This was the picture within 
Seoul: 

To the west of the Seventh In- 
fantry, the Marine First Reg- 
iment seized the highest points 
in the Tong Mak Sang dis- 
trict. From these, they poured 
mortar and artillery fire into 
Red positions on South Mountain 
and into the sprawling army bar- 
racks. 

Marines searched a city. jail- 
house in this southwest district 
of Seoul for American prisoners 
reported held in Seoul. But an 
underground operator said the 
Reds had slipped them away sev- 
eral days ago. 

Pushes From North, West. 

The Marine Fifth Regiment, 
which crossed the Han last 
Wednesday, drove into the city 
from the north and west against 
strongly-defended Red positions. 

South Korean Marines were 
throwing their weight in the 
drive from the west. 

Columns of smoke towered over 
the city. Three Red Korean regi- 
ments on the north, and elements 
of two divisions on the south, bit- 
terly resisted the advance. 

Seoul is a city built above 
ground. There are virtually no 
cellars, subways, tunnels or air 
raid shelters. 

But granite-walled buildings 
like the government center and 
university on the north and Duk 
Soo palace offered the Reds 
strong redoubts. And each mud- 
walled hut in the outlying dis- 
tricts was a possible nest of Red 
resistance. Allied forces fought 
through winding alleys, uphill ard 
down, from hut to hut. 
Seventh Division elements fan- 
ning southward from Seoul, mean- 
while, rolled through Suwon into 
Osan. 30 miles from the capital. 
U. S. Equipment Recaptured. 
They recaptured large stores of 
American equipment which a 
spokesman said the Reds had 
seized in the fall of Taejon in 
July. 

Osan was the town where the 


United States Twenty-fourth Di- 
vision entered the Korean war in 
early July, only to be pushed 
down “heartbreak highway” all 
the bloody way to Taegu. 
American forces were storming 
back up “heartbreak highway” in 
mighty strides from the south. 
The Twenty-fourth Division 
captured Kumchon, 30 miles 
northwest of Taegu, against bit- 
terly resisting elements of the 
Communist Ninth Division. The 
Communists had been ordered to 
hold open the main route north 
at all costs as an éscape gateway 
for crumbling Red Korean di- 
visions in the south. 

“We are likely to run into the 
whole enemy Ninth Division be- 
fore this is through,” said Maj. 
Gen. Frank W. Milburn, First 
Corps commander. “I would just 
as soon destroy them here as any 
place.” 

While the Twenty-fourth Di- 
vision smashed against the Red 
strongpoint, First Cavalry arm- 
ored patrols made a wide end 
sweep to the north against vir- 
tually no resistance and rolled all

the way to Chongju, 71 air miles 
northwest of Taegu. 

The First Cavalry foot troopers 
ap-frogged Taejon, scene of 
the bitteerest American defeat 
of the war. It was there the 
Twenty-fourth Division had lost 
its commander, Maj. Gen. William 
F. Dean, in retreating combat. 
Presumably Taejon still was in 
Red = hands. But Communist 
troops there, like tens of thou- 
sands of others in the south, were 
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United Nations forces are charging north in an attempt to 
close the gap with troops put ashore at Inchon, most of whom 
are engaged in the battle for Seoul.

Discrepancy Unexplained. 

There was no explanation of 
the apparent discrepancy in the 
two reports. 

The South Korean Eighth Divi- 
sion marched into Andong, north- 
west of Yongdok. Farther west, 
South Korean patrols stabbed in- 
to Yechon. 

On the shattered perimeter’s 
west front the Twenty-fourth Di- 
vision captured Kumchon but still 
was fighting against stubborn Red 
holdouts to the south, at a point 
east of Songju. 

The British Twenty-seventh Bri- 
gade had been stalled there for 
three days. A Twenty-fourth Di- 
vision column swung south from 
Kumchon for a flank thrust at 
the holdout pocket. 

Farther south, the Second Di- 
vision captured Hyopchon and 
pushed three miles northwest 
toward Kochang. 

In the extreme southwest, the 
Twenty-fifth Division smashed a 
suicide rear-guard of snipers in 
ruined Chinju. Correspondent 
Stan Swinton said Red guns still 
were firing in the hills west of 
Chinju. Kosong, 20 miles south- 
east of Chinju, was occupied by 
South Korean marines. 

Planes Kill 600 Reds. 

A United States Air Force 
spokesman said fighter strafing 
attacks killed 600 Reds Sunday 
along the entire southeastern 
front. 

B-29s scattered propaganda 
leaflets telling Korean Reds how 
to surrender. Other B-29s hit 
rail lines and bridges in north- 
west Korea. 

The surrender leaflets were 
having their effect.

| AMTANKS CAPTURE 


78 REDS AT BARGAIN 
EXPENSE IN SHELLS

ON THE SEOUL FRONT, Ko- 
rea, Sept. 25 (UP)—The Army’s 
amphibious tanks set a new econ- 
omy record today. They captured 
78 North Koreans with less than 
$100 worth of ammunition. 

A unit led by Lt. Raymond 
Stailey, Sarcoxie, Mo., which was 
in the first assault wave on In- 
chon, and was among the first to 
cross the Han river, was sitting 
off a road behind the front firing 
artillery support for the Marines. 
The Marines were pinned down 
by enemy machine-gun fire. The 
call for help came over the am- 
tanks’ radio. 

“We think we have him (the 
enemy) in a cave,” the voice said. 
‘When you get into position we’ll 
fire a burst of tracers at the tar- 
get to mark it.” 


_ The amtanks swung into po- 
sition and the Marines opened up 
with tracers against a shadowed 
spot on the hillside. 

The amtanks let go with their 
howitzers—first about 30 feet 
high, then to the left and then 
a bullseye on the cave. 

“Wait a minute,” came the 
voice on the radio. “Somebody’s 
waving a white flag up there.” 

The Communists had had 
enough. They poured out of the 
cave with their hands high over 
their heads. 


TIME CHANGE MIXUP 
MAKES PAIR LATE,

MALIK FAVORS: 
MEETING OF TOP 
U.S,, SOVIET MEN 


Presumably Means Tru- 
man, Stalin—Says Rus- 
sia Will Pledge Not to 
Use A-Bomb First, 


NEW YORK, Sept. 25 (AP) — 
Soviet Deputy Foreign Minister 
Jacob A. Malik told a delegation 
from Baltimore today he favors a 
meeting between the top leaders 
of the United States and the So- 
viet Union to negotiate their dif- 
ferences to help achieve full 


peace. 

Malik did not explain further, 
but it was presumed that by top 
leaders he meant President Tru- 
man and Prime Minister Stalin. 

A spokesman for Malik said he 
received a delegation from what 
he described as the Maryland 
Committee for Peace, of ‘Balti- 
more. The delegation said the 
leader of the group was John 
Wertheimer. Malik left the U.N. 
Assembly at Flushing to greet the 
delegation at his Park avenue of- 
fices. 

Pledge on A-Bomb. 

A Soviet spokesman said the 
delegation put the following four 
questions to Malik and that he 
answered “yes” to each: 

“1, Will your Government 
pledge that it will not be the 
first to use the atomic bomb? 

2. Do you favor general dis- 
armament and the outlawing of 
atomic weapons by all nations 
under a strict system of control 
and inspection administered 
through the United Nations? 

“3. Do you favor (or will you 
agree to) a meeting between the 
top leaders of the United States 
and the Soviet Union to negoti- 
ate their differences to help 
achieve full peace? 

“4. Do you favor the free in- 
terchange of id2as and informa- 
tion between the peoples of the 
two countries in order to achieve 
the understanding that is neces- 
sary to an enduring peace?” 

Truman’s Attitude. 

Truman has said several times 
in reply to reporters’ questions, 
that he would be happy to meet 
Stalin if the Russian leader came 
to Washington. 

Malik figured in talks which 
ended the Berlin blockade and 
the beginning of those talks was 
just as inconspicuous — if not 
more so — than the announce- 
ment released today from the 
Soviet diplomat’s office. 

At the current session of the 
General Assembly, delegates have 
been struck by the softer tone 
taken by Soviet Foreign Minister 
Andrei Y. Vishinsky. 

He has demanded, among other 
things, the prohibition of the 
atomic bomb, but Malik’s answer 
today is the first time that U.N. 
observers here can recall that the 
Russians have definitely pledged 
themselves not to use the bomb 
first. 


50 BRITONS LISTED 
AS CASUALTIES IN 
U.S. PLANE RAID 


TOKYO, Sept. 25 (AP) — The 
combination of a mistaken bomb- 
ing by American planes and Red 
mortar fire caused an estimated 
20 deaths and 30 injuries among 
British troops in South Korea 
Saturday, correspondent William 
Jorden reported tonight from 
Eight Army headquarters. 

Jorden said exact figures were 
unobtainable because Korean 
Communists fired mortars into 
Argyll and Sutherland Highland- 
eers’ position south of Waegwan 
at the same time the American 
planes struck.

The 
artillery fire had been reaching 
to the back of the entire front- 
line area. 

It was with wry comments that 
Marines, waiting to go into a new 
attack this afternoon, ,waved 
copies of Friday's Stars and 
Stripes, the Army newspaper. The 
edition bore a headline which 
read: “Yanks Enter Seoul from 
Two Sides.” 

“All those bullets we have been 
ducking here by the side of the 
road must be just our imagina- 
tion, fellas,” yelled Pfc. James 
Frenchman, of Coplan, Okla. 
“Let’s take this here newspaper 
up to those guys shooting down 
at us from the ridge. Maybe 
they'll just give up.” 

Stalled on the outskirts of 
Seoul for more than 24 hours, 
Marines all along the front re- 
ported, in the words of Maj. John 
}Canney, a battalion executive of- 
ficer, that: “We've been running 
up against a different breed of 
cat here in the last day or so.” 

Enemy More Fanatic. 

The major, whose battalion was 
dug in on a strategic hill over- 
looking the city, added: “The 
prisoners we've been taking in 
the last 24 hours seem better 
fed, taller in stature and far more 
fanatic. For instance, we had our 
tanks up blasting the hell out of 
mortars dug in on a hilltop..We 
blasted out the mortar position, 
but a while later they just brought 
mortars back up and_ started 
shooting at us all over again.” 

The North Koreans, who as it 
later turned out had a forward 
observer right in the American 
lines, were murderously accurate 
with their high-velocity weapons 
and mortars. Searching out troop 
concentrations, the Red mortars a 
number of times scored 30 to 40 
casualties with one burst. As we 
traveled to different headquar- 
ters, from battalion to company 
and even back to regiment, we 
could find no place that was free 
of the whine and whistle and 
thump of enemy shells. 

The enemy would not give up 
even when the Marines got to the 
top of the ridges and dug in. A 
Company, trying to get to the top 
of a ridge aiready occupied by 
C Company, was pinned down for

If the Americans had ever had 
any idea of going easy in the 
shell of Seoul in order to save 
buildings, it became clear today 
that the Communists were not go- 
ing to give them a chance. The 
Reds had obviously saved every- 
thing for this final blast, and in 
self-defense the Americans had fo 
answer back with everything they 
had. It is one of the ironies of this 
war that some of the artillery and 
even machine guns that the Com- 
munists are using so effectively 
are pieces captured in the days 
of the American retreats. 

The enemy persistence in snip- 
ing and machine gunning of all 
our positions has made the evacu- 
ation of wounded tragically dif- 
ficult. On one ridge close to the 
Han river, wounded had to lie in 
the hills for four hours before 
medical corpsmen could get their 
heads up high enough to carry 
them out. 

Toll of Civilians. 

The artillery duels were taking 
a terrific toll of Korean civilians. 
All day and all night women, 
little children and old men were 
being brought by pushcart, oxen 
or litter into the regimental com- 
mand post in the pathetic hope 
that the frantically busy doctors 
could pause long enough to tend 
to them, First aid teams helped 
when they had time, but that was 
not often. 

All the houses within miles of 
the front were empty. Their 
former occupants were all in 
ditches or crouched at the bases 
of their straw-thatched huts in 
the hope that these would give 
some protection from the burst- 
ing shells. 

During one shelling, three cor- 
respondents and a platoon of 
troops shared one stone wall with 
six Korean mothers. suckling 
babies whose tempers‘were not 
improved by the shrill whine of 
high-velocity shells. The stoicism 
of the mothers, waiting out this 
latest difficulty of a generally 
difficult life, impressed us all.

American soldiers have been 
found shot dead with their hands 
tied behind their backs. 


The latest Communist atrocf- 
ties were reported by an advance 
element of the Twenty-Fifth Di- 
vision near Wonson, on the south 
coast front. 


The victims were identified as 
artillerymen who were cut off by 
the North Koreans near Wonson 
a month ago. All 20 apparently 
had been shot in the back of the 
head. No further details were 
available. 

There have been a number of 
previous reports of North Korean 
troops executing American pris- 
oners after binding their hands 
behind them. 

On Aug. 17, the Communists 
stripped, bound and shot 32 
American prisoners near Waeg- 
wan on the Naktong river front. 
Five other prisoners survived to 
tell the grim story. Three of the 
Reds later were captured. 

Gen. Douglas MacArthur 
warned four days later that he 
would hold the Communist come 
mander in chief—North Korean 
Premier Kim Il Sung—and his 
senior field commanders “crim- 
inally accountable under the 
rules and precedents of war” un- 
less such atrocities ceased. 


(300 Americans Believed Taken 
From City Jail in Seoul. 

SEOUL, Korea, Sept. 25 (INS) 
—United States Marines today 
found a cache of American Army 
insignia and pistol cases in the 
| office of the city jail in Seoul 
where residents told them 300 
American prisoners had been 
held until recently. 

The South Koreans expressed 
belief that the Americans were 
moved northward before the 
North Koreans killed all the pris- 
oners in the jail three days ago. 

Korean residents described as

WASHINGTON, Sept. 25 (AP) | 
— Under the Anti-Communist 
Act, which became law Saturday 


when Congress overrode Presi- 
dent Truman’s veto, Communists 
are supposed to register with the 
Government. 

They are supposed to do that 
within 30 days of the time when 
the act became law, o> 30 days 
from Sept. 23. But leadets of the 
Communist party said Saturday 
night they will refuse to register. 

Can they—at the end of the 30 
days or in fact any other time— 
be jailed or fined or punished in 
any way for refusing to register 
within 30 days of Sept. 23? 

No. They not only cannot be 
punished for this refusal, but 
they cannot *t- arrested or even 
questioned about it. Is the Gov- 
ernment then helpless to make 
the Communists register at all? 

No. Under the new law—once 
the 30 days are up and the Com- 
munists haven’t registered—there 
is legal machinery the Govern- 
ment can use to make them 
register. It calls for findings by 


a new Subversive Activities Con- : 


trol Board, by the 
courts. 
Legal Steps Provided. 
But—this doesn't mean the 
Government puts the Commun- 


ists on trial for refusing to regis-

ter. It means only that the Gov-| 
ernment uses lega’ machinery to.

If at the end of all that the 
Communists still refused, they 
could be arrested annd tried for 
refusing. And that would mean 
a long court fight. 

So altogether it may be three 
or four years before any Com- 
munist could be sent to the peni- 
tentiary for refusing to register 
under the act.

NEW YORK, Sept. 25 (AP)— 
The New York Times says in a 
dispatch filed from “near Inchon, 
Korea,” that a Russian major was 
reported to have been killed and 
another Soviet officer taken pris- 
oner by an Amesscan reconnais- 
éance company in the Seoul-Su- 
won area.

(Korean time), but that the in- 
formation could not be confirmed 
immediately at Tenth Corps head- 
quarters.

Farmer Has No Choice. 

The VVEAB buys all or al- 
most all of each farmer’s crop 
at a price too low to cover his 
costs. 

The farmer has no choice; the 
sale is compulsory. Sometimes 
the VVEAB also tells him what 
to plant. What he has left over 
after selling to the VVEAB is 
barely enough to keep him from 
starving. Every year he loses 
more money until he can no 
longer pay his taxes, and then 
he loses his land. 

The farmers can see only one 
end to this process—the estab- 
lishment of the Kolkh~z, or So- 
viet collective farm. 


Already the larger farms in So- 
viet Germany have been broken 
up into small units. Under the 
“land reform” law of 1946 all 
farms of 400 morgen (not quite 
250 acres) or more were taken 
from their owners and broken up 
into lots of 25 to 30 morgen (15 
to 17 acres). 

These small farms were given 


to former farm workers and reft- | 
gees from Poland, who are al- | 


lowed to rent machinery and 
equipment from a state organiza- 


tion known as MAS (Maschinen | 


Ausleih Station). 
These small farmers are also 


obliged to sell to the VVEAB, | 


though their quotas are less 

crushing and they are more favor- 

ably treated in other small ways. 
Still Some Church Lands. 

In Mecklenburg and Pomerania, 
the Church has been allowed to 
retain some of its large land- 
holdings, which are rented out to 
small farmers. Unable to pay the 
rent because of the VVEAB sys- 
tem, some of these farmers have 
abandoned the land and fled to 
the West, joined the Volkspolizei 
or gone into the uranium mines 

The Soviet regime is satisfie 
to reduce the income of the 
Church in this way, even though 


the supply of food is also re-. 


duced. 

There are other small farmers 
who love the land they own, be- 
cause it has been in their fami- 
lies for generations. As long as 
they can stay alive they will cling 
to it. It was a group of such men 
that I met when I went with Karl 
to the VVEAB meeting in the 
village tavern. 

There were 10 of them, includ- 
ing the mayor of the village, a 
Communist boy of 19. The others 
. were all middle-aged. The two 
VVEAB representatives sat at the 
head of a long wooden table, and 
Karl and I sat on their right. 

Huge Propaganda Poster. 

The place was gloomy and 
poorly furnished; the only dec- 
oration was a huge poster pro- 
claiming that the Soviet Union 
had reduced reparations from its 
zone by one-half. 

Every one had a stein of beer 
in front of him, but it was taste- 
less stuff and nobody drank 
much. 

No customers came into the 
tavern while the meeting went 
on. It had nothing to offer and 
no one wanted to come near any 
official of the regime if they 
didn't have to.

RENT CONTROL BILL |ITALY BEGINS LAND 


GETS PRIORITY IN 
HOUSE COMMITTEE 


WASHINGTON, Sept. 25 (AP) 
—Federal rent control legislation 
today was given top priority with 
the House Banking Committee 
when Congress reconvenes on 
Nov. 27. 

Chairman Spence (Dem.), an- 
nounced the committee probably 
would start hearings immediately 
after the fall congressional vaca- 
tion. He said he expects to have 
a rent control bill ready for ac- 
tion by Congress this year. 

The present federal rent con- 
trol program ends on Dec. 31 ex- 
a in communities which spe- 
cifically request its continuance 
for an additional six months. 
Housing Expediter Tighe Woods 
announced over the weekend that 
104 communities with an aggre- 
gate population of about 7,000,000 
and with 1,350,000 rental homes 
have taken such action. 

He said that since the present 
law took effect July 1 another 
54 communities with 1,400,000 
population and 260,000 rental 
units have thrown off federal 
controls. 

Spence told reporters it is ap- 
parent that controls will have to 
be continued because of the war 
emergency. Whether a majority 
of the House and Senate would 
agree with him and pass a new 
law in the short session was open 
to question.

ROME, Sept. 15 (UP) — Benito 
Mussolini's barber chair, ping 
pong rackets and_ waterproof 
boots were up for sale at a gov- 
ernment auction today.

Battle on the Home Front. 


Hence, the economic_battle at 
home is against inflation. To be 
sure, when American troops 
landed to attack Seoul, commodity 
prices slumped. You'd have 
thought World War II/2 was over! 
Nevertheless, the main price 
trend is still decisively upward, 
as indicated by recent advances 
by Kaiser-Frazer, Nash-Kelvinator 
and Packard on automobiles; by 
General Electric on refrigerators, 
dishwashers and homefreezers: by 
American Woolen, for the fifth 
time sing June, on worsteds. 


There has been no long spell 
of years to give people time to 
get over the postwar inflation. 
Between the War of 1812 and 
the Civil War, 46 years elapsed. 
Between the Civil War and the 
World War I, there were 49 
years. And between World Wars 
I and II, there were 21 years 
and a great depression. But 
World War II just merged right 
into World War II. 

So, increasingly, people are be- 
coming conscious of the decreas- 
ing purchasing power of money. 
A thousand dollars tucked under 
a mattress in 1940 would be worth 
only $580 today—in terms of food, 
clothing and shelter. If put in 
the savings bank at 2°, that 
$1000 would rexgister $1219, but 
in buying power it would repre- 
sent $70% a loss of nearly 30%. 
Had it been put in U.S. savings 
bonds, at 2.9%, its retail value 
would be $773. 

Snyder’s Big Job. 


That helps to explain why, im- 
mediately after Korea, people be- 
gan cashing E bonds.

Snyder’s taskxis to persuade 
holders of these bonds to extend 
the Treasury’s credit, that is, to 
exchange them for some other 
security he may offer. In addi- 
tion, he will have to persuade 
these holders and other persons 
to buy more bonds to finance the 
defense program. Therefore, from 
Snyder’s viewpoint, the rise in the 
cost of living must be’ checked. 
Only “disinflation’” can reverse 
the dash for cash, the fear that 
money won’t be what it was! 


So, an administration that has 
always been for “easy money,” 
full employment, and rising 
wages will be forced by fiscal 
housekeeping to control credit, 
restrain wages, and impose high 
taxes, even on _ lower-income 
groups. Already, Washington 
is hinting that curbs on housing 
loans will cut down housing 
starts in 1951 to around 800,000, 
as against 1,250,000 this year. 

If the administration doesn’t 
act, inflation is certain to be a 
major issue in the 1952 Presi- 
dential campaign. People will 
want to “throw the rascals out 
who filched their savings.” Thus, 
the current mode of thought— 
that more inflation’s ahead, that 
the dollar’s goinz to go down 
some more—may get a temporary 
reversal. “Disinflation’” may be- 
come the dominant domestic 
policy of Truman and Snyder. 

But that would call for high 
taxes—much higher than those 
now proposed. And the danger 
is that success in Korea, by dis- 
pelling the sense of emergency, 
will shy the next Congress away 
from its task.

Dangerous Good News 


Paradoxically the best news since the Korean 
war began 13 weeks ago is news which also 
has a very dangerous side. The danger is that 
these most welcome successes on the battlefield 
will start many Americans to thinking not only 
that the fighting in Korea is about over, but 
that the United States can relax again. 


That could be absolutely fatal and Secretary 
of Commerce Sawyer has done well to warn 
against it this very weekend. What could bet- 
ter serve the purpose of Communist aggression 
over the world than to write Korea off and 
thus lull Americans into thinking that peace 
has been restored? Behind this gigantic trick, 
the Kremlin could go about plotting its next 
Korea. 

Anyone who feels more than a little relieved 
should reflect on Gen. MacArthur’s announce- 
ment that at least 10 Russian-type tanks have 
been captured in recent advances. These Soviet 
war machines did not just happen to be far 
down the Korean peninsula. They did not find 
their way uncontrolled into the hands of the 
Korean Communists. They, like the arms and 
munitions which United States Delegate Austin 
exhibited at U.N., tell their own story. Denials 
and explanations are worthless. 


The ultimate task for us all remains precise- 
ly what it was before the heroic landings at 
Inchon, before the advance to Seoul, before 
the capture of Chinju, before the southern 
beachhead began to spread and the prospective 
trap for the Communist forces began to take 
form. It is to establish defense machinery in 
this country and through the U.N. so strong 
that there will be no more Koreas. 


Were the North Koreans to surrender un- 
conditionally tonight and all arms to be laid 
down forthwith, the world would be no safer 
than before. Indeed, we would know now from 
the experience of June, July, August and Sep- 
tember what might happen somewhere else at 
anytime if the string pullers in Moscow think 
we have lapsed back into comfortable slumber. 


We do not preach a counsel of pessimism. 
Neither do we take the least bit from the glory 
which the Americans, primarily, but also the 
Australians, the British and representatives of 
other U.N. members are winning for themselves 
at the cost of blood and life. With barely some 
40 miles separating the northern and southern 
positions, and 70 miles covered in the last 40 
days, a great stroke may be in the offing. We 
can be sure that the landing of many paratroop- 
ers at Kimpo airfield will have its bearing on 
the way things go. 

But one swallow does not make a summer. 
Victory in Korea, when it comes, will be vic- 
tory in Korea—welcome as it can be—but noth- 
ing more. 
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A Fitting Peace Award 


There have been other Nobel peace prizes 
which were appropriate, but none more appro- 
priate than that awarded to Dr. Ralph Bunche. 

The man who mediated the Arab-Israeli con- 
flict and thus did so much to bring peace to 
Palestine merits the prize not for his race, and 
not primarily for his own splendid attainments, 
but for the service he has given to the cause 
of an international community. 

It has been said that the United Nations might 
not have survived a failure to settle the con- 
flict in Palestine. Be that as it may, there is 
no question that the U.N. is stronger for having 
settled it. Dr. Bunche’s patience, determination 
and ingenuity in dealing with the bitter parti- 
sans of a long-standing controversy contributed 
directly to the strengthening of an international 
organization on which the hope of peace must 
rest. 

He ended the fighting in Palestine, and in 
doing so made the U.N. better able to end fight- 
ing elsewhere. No better qualifications for a 
Nobel prize could be asked. 

Dr. Bunche has earned so much acclaim and 
received so many honors that he has now 
almost worked his way out of the handicaps 
imposed upon him by racial prejudice. He said 
not long ago that the highest honor paid him by 
some Southern newspapers was their ceasing to 
identify him by race. 

In a measure, he has gone over the wall. 
Yet even he felt compelled to turn down ap- 
pointment as an Assistant Secretary of State, 
one of his principal reasons being that he did 
not want his family to live in Washington. 

We think the U.N. is where Dr. Bunche be- 
longs, and we are glad the United States Gov- 
ernment cannot lyre him away. But Americans 
would do well to ask themselves what other 
talents are going to waste, what other human 
resources are being neglected, because of a 
spirit of discrimination which has no place in 
the world of today.

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Chromium Plated Ugliness 

The advent of the new Packard has only 
aggravated the distress we have been accumu- 
lating for some time over trends in automobile 
design. 

Why is it that so many automotive engineers 
nowadays come away from their drafting boards 
with a grille design that bears a striking re- 
semblance to some ill-natured monster? We had 
hoped that the trend set in motion by the buck- 
toothed Buicks would peter out, but things 
seem to be going the other way. 

It is time for the designers to consult their 

‘consciences and get back to fundamentals. There 
is no good reason why an automobile should 
resemble a Sherman tank. Nor can the absurd 
over-development of the bumper-hood-grille as- 
sembly be justified. The bumper used to be 
something to protect the car against bumps, but 
it is rapidly becoming a chromium-plated orna- 
ment (sometimes decorated with easily smashed 
lights) whose principal function is to become 
locked with that of the car ahead. 

Having given us a great expansion of the 
glass areas, in the interest of better visibility, 
the designers are now covering up their wind- 
shields with rakish sunshades, so that the next 
step will have to be transparent sunshades in 
the interest of better visibility. 

After all these years, automotive design 
should have reached a sound basic pattern which 


is both artistically and industrially valid. It 
needn't be static, and it needn't be dully uni- 
form, but neither does it have to be prepos- 
terous. 
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Next Step for Missouri 

Missouri has taken proper pride in its “new” 
State Constitution, which is now five years 
“old.” 

As the delegates to the Constitutional Con- 
vention met last week for their fifth annual 
reunion, they had occasion not only to admire 
the improvements in government that have re- 
sulted from their work, but to consider the fur- 
ther improvements that could be made by a 
continuing alertness to the neéds of the day. 


Dr. Martin L. Faust, professor of political 
science at the University of Missouri, drew at- 
tention to this point in his report, “Five Years 
Under the New Missouri Constitution,” which 
was published by the Missouri Public Expendi- 
ture Survey for the occasion. 

Dr. Faust was not content to list all the im- 
provements that have taken place under the 
new Constitution—improvements which, he 
thinks, exceed in volume and significance those 
for any comparable period in Missouri’s history. 

While generously describing the progress that 

has been made, he pointed out that Missouri 
urgently needs a research study, somewhat on 
the order of the Hoover Commission in the na- 
tional field, which will tell the state how its ad- 
ministrative organization is working and what 
can be done to improve it. 
- Such a survey would put the microscope on 
the costs and services of state governmental 
agencies. It would tell us in detail how effective 
has been the constitutional consolidation of 
agencies in eliminating overlapping functions 
and defining sharp lines of responsibility. 

It would appraise the operating results of the 
newly created departments, such as public health 
and welfare, corrections, ¢ducation, revenue, bus- 
iness and administration, labor and industrial re- 
lations. It would analyze the tax system, with 
special attention to the most recent tax laws. It 
would study budgeting procedures and judge 
the effectiveness of the new civil service law. 


There is no question that a “little Hoover” 
commission could be extremely useful in Mis- 
souri. Under the leadership of Gov. Adlai Ste- 
venson, Illinois set up such a commission at the 
last degislature. Illinois, however, has been un- 
able as yet to revise its 1870 Constitution, and 
so the reforms it can make by purely admin- 
istrative reorganization will be limited. 

Missouri, with a new Constitution having laid 
the groundwork for better government, is in an 
ideal position to make the most of an expert 
appraisal of this kind. 

In a democracy, as Dr. Faust remarks, the 
job of governmental reform is never finished. 
As the past five years have seen a quite re- 
markable change for the better in Missouri’s 
basic law, so the next five years could witness 
another long step forward in the actual function- 
ing of state agencies. 


Forrest Smith should put the adminis- 
trative survey proposal high on the agenda for 
the next Legislature. 
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Arkansas Opens the Primary 

It is belatedly enough that the Democratic 
party in Arkansas takes down its barriers against 
Negroes. 

That action did not come until the party 
organization in Arkansas had tried the course 
of evading a ruling of the United States Supreme 
Court for six years. 

The historic decision of the court striking 
down the white primary in the Texas case was 
announced in 1944. Two years ago the execu- 
tive editor of The Arkansas Gazette, Harry S. 
Ashmore, wrote in the magazine Southern 
Packet: “The Negro voter has arrived in the 
South. He can no longer be ignored.” 


But ignore him the Democratic party in 
Arkansas continued trying to do. 


The credit that is due to the party organiza- 
tion in our neighboring state to the south is 
therefore somewhat limited. At any rate it is 
more than is due to some other Southern states 
which continue trying by every twist and dodge 
and subterfuge to avoid complying with the 
order of the court. 


Do these states stand to gain anything by 
refusing to do with good grace, and with 
promptness, what they are almost certainly 
bound to do in a few more years, whether with 
good grace or ill? 

The Arkansas editor’s words are, we believe, 
prophetic to them as well as to Arkansas. Dis- 
franchisement of the Negro voter at the primary 
is not only wrong morally and illegal consti- 
tutionally; it has become unworkable. Will the 
Southern reactionary’ who has refused to rec- 
ognize justice now recognize inevitability? 
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The Murder of Tony Armes 


The ambush killing of Roy (Tony) Armes 
revives an,established custom of gangland IIli- 
nois, and that is the murderous business of pro- 
ducing corpses with the same family names and 
Similar connections. 

This is what the recent record shows: Tony 
Armes was gunned down early Sunday morning 
at a tavern on the edge of Herrin. In 1944 his 
brother, Monroe (Blackie) Armes, former Shel- 
ton gangster, was shot in a tavern on the other 
side of Herrin. And three members of the no- 
torious Shelton clan were killed from ambush 
in less than three years. The last Shelton to 
die was Roy, last June. 

Nobody has been convicted of any of these 
murders. Local authorities simply got nowhere 
in their investigations. Yet it was common 
knowledge that Sheltons and Tony Armes alike 
had been mixed up in the lucrative Illinois gam- 
bling racket. Tony Armes was reported to be 
the Capone gang’s field marshal, his field be- 
ing southern Illinois and part of Kentucky. 

Recently two occurrences have made the 
state’s gambling racketeers unhappy. One was 
the inquiry of the Senate Crime Investigating 
Committee, and the other was a series of state 
police raids on gambling joints ordered by Gov. 

tevenson. The heat was on, and the big ques- 
tion in the latest murder is whether reduced 
gambling profits contributed to the death of 
Tony Armes. 

The past record allows slight hope that local 
officers will find the answer. They have failed 
to solve a whole series of gang murders, and 
in many instances have failed to suppress illegal 
gambling. Only last week Gov. Stevenson said 
that his state police raids represented not only 
a “crackdown,” but also a “breakdown” of local 
law enforcement. 

If there is to be an answer to the killing 
of Tony Armes, it apparently must come at the 
state level. The murder at Herrin is a new 
challenge to Gov. Stevenson's law enforcement

No Trouble in Washington’s Pools

Non-segregated swimming proved complete success this summer 
in six capital pools, editorial reports; admits fear of trouble was 
not justified; pools were crowded but there were no incidents: 
credits educational campaign, calm citizenry and trained police.

The completion of the first full year of 
nonsegregated swimming at the six Wash- 
ington pools controlled by the Interior 
Department affords an appropriate oppor- 
tunity for sober re-examination of what has 
been an overheated community issue. 


Total attendance at the six pools during 
the summer months of 1950 was 235,533; 
of this number, about 90,000 swimmers 
were colored and about 146,000 were white. 
No disturbance or unhappy incident of any 
kind occurred in the course of the season. 


The orderliness of the program is at- 
tributable in large part, of course, to the 
care and intelligence with which it was 
administered by National Capital Parks. 
Adequate police protection was provided, 
and the police officers assigned to this 
duty were trained specifically to deal with 
its problems; in this connection the Metro- 
politan Police, who took extraordinary 
care to see that order was maintained in 
the areas around the pools, deserve a 
share of the credit. 

The record demonstrates conclusively 
that nonsegregated swimming can be han- 
dled safely and harmoniously in Washing- 
ton provided the leadership is sympathetic 
and sensible. Trouble is likely to arise 
only if, as was the case in 1949, some or- 
ganized group attempts to foment it. 


The one defect in the record is that at- 
tendance at the six pools was 28 per cent 
lower than during the previous summer. 
In some slight measure this may be 
ascribed to the mildness of the weather. 
In considerable part, no doubt, it was due 
to fear that there might be a repetition 
of the disorder that occurred at the Ana- 
costia pool in June, 1949; this is a fear 


which the experience of the past season 
ought to dispel. 


In part, too, the decreased use of the 
pools reflects a continuing opposition 
among some members of the community to 
nonsegregated swimming; time and educa- 
tion and the gradual, accelerating change 
in the pattern of Washington’s race rela- 
tions will erase this opposition. 


Even with diminished attendance, the 
National Capital Parks pools were so con- 
gested as to discourage use of them; so 
were the pools operated by the District 
Recreation Department. Additional pools 
are urgently required. Construction of 
them in the neighborhoods where they are 
most needed would serve to make swim- 
ming more attractive by diminishing con- 
gestion and increasing accessibility; it 
would also reduce the danger of friction. 


The lesson of the summer’s experience, 
in our judgment, is that nonsegregated 
swimming is here to stay; that it can be 
conducted safely and harmoniously under 
level-headed leadership; and that along 
these lines increased facilities should be 
made available for use next summer. 


The experience is a credit to the com- 
munity’s good sense. It is a credit espe- 
cially to the church and civic groups which 
worked to prevent trouble and to prepare 
the community for orderly acceptance of 
the new practice. 

The outcome is all the more gratifying 
to The Washington Post because last spring 
we shared the widespread fear that the 
community was not yet ready to accept 
nonsegregated swimming without a recur- 
rence of violence. 


A Cat Climbs the Matterhorn

Matt, the cat that ascended the Matter- 
horn without benefit of pick, piton or 
feathered Tyrolean cap, is remarkable in 
our view solely because he’s the only cat 
of our recent newspaper-reading recollec- 
tion that did not have to be rescued by a 
fire department. 

Over the years, we have learned the 
hard way to say nothing derogatory of 
cats, for fear of angry letters, and we say 
nothing derogatory of Matt. It just does 
not seem astonishing to us, though, that he 
made the Matterhorn. 

He was born 10 months ago—long 
enough ago to have become a cat, de- 
spite the United Press’ insistence on call- 
ing him a kitten in a rather obvious bid 
for over-sympathetic popular admiration— 
at the hotel on the Hornli ridge. The ele- 
vation there is 9500 feet, and so Matt has 
never known a breath of any but rare- 
fied air. Thus conditioned to altitude, he 


would not be bothered by oxygen deficien- 
cy in heading up the defiant slope of the 
mountain. 

A man can’t run up mountain slopes, 
but a cat can; hence, we are not surprised 
that, after having spent the night in a 
hut at 12,556, supping and breakfasting on 
mice, he beat a party of humans to the 
summit, 14,782. It was rather bold of 
him, though, to descend by the much more 
difficult walls of the Italian side. 

Some Alpine Society will probably be- 
medal Matt for having been the first mous- 
er to climb the Matterhorn, but it will be 
no help to Swiss neutrality. With ill-sup- 
pressed anger, the Moscow Radio will as- 
sert that a cat of Russian nationality 
climbed 18,465-foot Mt. Elbruz in the Cau- 
casus during the latter part of the eight- 
eenth century and was brought down by a 
helicopter of Russian make, flown by a 
Prof. Leontevich. 


When Does Matthews Go?

Between Book Ends 


Crusading Mind Doctor 


THOMAS W. SALMON, PSYCHIATRIST, Earl 0. 
Bond, M.D. (W. W. Norton & Co., Inc. 230 pgs., $3.) 
A brilliant man—or a wayward one— 

endears himself to the public and his 
career itself, rather than literary em- 
bellishment, can “put over” his biography. 
Not so with the more ordinary man of dis- 
tinction: the serious, intense person, whose 
effectiveness in good part resides in his 
ability to persist, or like the grain of sand 
in the oyster, to irritate, tests the skill of 
his biographer. 

Dr. Bond, himself an accomplished man 
in the field of psychiatry, handles his sub- 
ject thoroughly and admiringly—that dash 
is lacking reflects less on Dr. Bond’s style 
than on the life of his subject, Thomas 
W. Salmon. 

A certain queerness, uncommon zeal and 
dedication marked Dr. Salmon. Physically 
stigmatized at birth, subject through life to 
fierce migraine-like headaches, haunted by 
fear of failure and of doing too little, he 
doggedly followed his lights. In so doing 

he advanced psychi- 

atric care in this 
country as few others 
have. He was neither 
a genius nor a confi- 
dent, widely accept- 
ed person; had he 
been the latter his 
widow would have 
lived more comfort- 
ably, and this book 
would not have been 
written. 

Crusades are not 
undertaken by per- 
fectly “adjusted” 
people. Thomas 
Salmon possessed a 
remarkable ability to identify himself with 
the ill-understood. Correcting wrong and 
protecting the lost are the aims which 
thread together the restless activities of 
his life. In the Public Health Service he 
annoyed his superiors till immigrants were 
routinely screened for mental illness at 
source, thus avoiding the brutal “return 
and dump” practices which had been prev- 
alent. The state hospital inmate, the 
“shell-shocked” soldier, the still-sick vet- 

eran, the mental defective and the dis- 

turbed child released the warm human 
feeling this man possessed in such meas- 
ure and stimulated the unremitting activity 
he so readily mustered in behalf of those 
who needed it. He was always busy be- 
cause he could never be satisfied, and in 
the presence of suffering he could not per- 
mit himself to turn his face. 

In his profession Dr. Salmon had recog- 
nition—the close affection of colleagues in 
psychiatry, the grudging, half-patronizing 
assent of men in more respectable branches 
of medicine, the support of the cautious 
but far-sighted Rockefeller Foundation. 
Since his death there have been added 
honors—such as the Salmon lectureship, 
for which the most distinguished men in 
the field are invited. Dr. Bond's service 
resides in crediting a man who earned the 
gratitude of his contemporaries and suc- 
cessors by doing the menial work and un- 
glamourous tasks, not for glory, but be- 
cause he thought he should.

DR. JOHNSON'S DEAR MISTRESS, by Winifred Carter. 

(Philosophical Library, 319 pgs., $3.) 

Hester Thrale, the wife of a London 
brewer, is chiefly remembered for her 
friendship with Samuel Johnson, but she 
was a witty, impulsive and thoroughly in- 
teresting character in her own right. Wini- 
fred Carter has used the life of this charm- 
ing woman as the basis for a lively fic- 
tionalized biography. In his tale Doctor 
Johnson, Goldsmith, Reynolds, Boswell, 
Garrick, and many others occupy the stage 
with Mrs. Thrale and her dour brewer 
husband. 

One should not inquire too closely into 
the authenticity of the characterizations 
but simply enjoy the parade of celebrities 
and Johnson’s wit. The book has some 
good moments, such as Johnson’s first ap- 
pearance at the Thrales and Hester’s later 
marriage with the Italian singer Piozzi, 
but many readers may prefer Boswell’s 
“Life of Johnson,” where, indeed, much 
of the source material for this treatment 
of Johnson and the Thrales may be found.

The Kremlin thus had every 
reason to anticipate, at the very 
least, weeks of debate before any 
action was taken—and by that 
time South Korea would have 
fallen. Instead, the decision to 
commit American forces to South 
Korea came within a matter of 
hours. 

Intelligence reports of the 
Soviet reaction to this fact are 
interesting. For there are indi- 
cations from a number of 
sources that the Soviets were 
Wot only surprised by the 
American stand, but are firmly 
convinced that they are the vic- 
tims of an elaborately con- 
ceived and cleverly executed 
American plot. The plot was 
supposedly designed to lure the 
Kremlin into a trap, by appar- 
ently opening the door wide to 
an easy conquest of South 
Korea, and then slamming the 
door shut. : 

Given the Soviet-Communist 
mentality, this is the only logical 
explanation of the lightning 
American reversal. But the point 
is that if the reversal had indeed 
been a clever plot, instead of the 
fumbling and zigzagging inherent 
in the democratic process, the 
effect would be the same. The 
North Korean puppet army now 
faces certain eventual defeat. 
Much will then depend on wheth- 
er the Thirty-eighth Parallel is 
breached. But the Kremlin must 
make the basic decision—whether 
to accept a disastrous loss of face, 
or to risk overt Russian or Chi- 
nese Communist intervention and 
thus the near certainty of gen- 
eral war. 

Those who have been right in 
the past are inclined to guess that 
the Soviet rulers, convinced that 
they have been tricked by an 


enemy more powerful and astute 
than had seemed, will be wary, 
and eager to cut their losses. But 
this is only a guess. Let us pray 
that it is a good one.

It gives him 
a high-counting card that enables 
him to make his minimum with 
the expenditure of fewer cards. 
This is especially true of a joker, 
but it is also true of a deuce. A 
wild card permits him to take 
the pack, if it is not frozen, with 
a single card that matches the 
upcard. And a wild card may be 
added to a previous meld in or- 
der to help turn it into a canasta. 


Once the initial meld has been 
made, it is sometimes difficult to 
decide whether your only wild 
card will be of greater value as 
a pack-taker or as a meld-builder. 
For instance, suppose you held:

AW , Sg 
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Your side has made a few 
melds and so have the opponents. 
But the opponents have the most 
cards in their hands and have 
just frozen the pack. You have 
drawn the nine. Your = side’s 
melds include: Three jacks with 
a deuce, four sevens with a 
deuce, and mixed triplets in fives 
and fours. What should you do 
now? 

The answer is to add the deuce 
to the meld of sevens and hope 
that your partner can complete a 
canasta and meld out. Your deuce 


remains frozen; you haye a very 
poor hand for taking a frozen 
pack; your partner, with few 
cards in his hand, cannot be 
much better off. Obviously, your 
only chance to avoid a disaster 
on this deal is to creep out as 
soon as possible. 

Don’t consider the fact that 
you are spending your only wild 
card, or the fact that partner 
might not have a wild card with 
which to complete the canasta 
anvway. Perhaps he has a wild 
card and is figuring that way 
himself. If you both hold back 
you'll never go out. 


Question: In a two-hand game 
the upcard Was.a seven. My op- 
ponent expesed a pair of sevens 
and started to take the pack, then 
wanted to change his play and 
draw from the stock insteed. I 
said he could not change his 
play. Who was right” 

Answer: On the facts as given, 
he was entitled to change his 
play. The laws do not define pre- 
cisely when a play is completed, 
in two-hand, for a player's ex- 
posure of cards can help only his 
opponent. If your opponent had 
done no more than expose a pair 
of sevens, without taking the 
pack into his hand or mixing il 
in any way, Wwe see no reason 
why he could not pick up his 
sevens and draw from the stock
